On  Wednesday  evening  Mingus,  »  tuagia- 
iau  of  our  o«n  town  gave  a  mystification 
performance  iu  Central  Hull.  The  follow¬ 
ing  tricks  beside.*  n  great  many  others  were 
given:  A  basket  triek  performed  by  swords, 
i  man  in*i.!e  <>f  a  basket  and  niue  swords 
thrust  through  tlie  basket  in  different  places 
ar.'l  nfter  tli*  swords  were  r  ni<>ved  the  man 
appeared  unharmed,  lit  the  iron  cage  x- 
ray  f<at,  Mingus  w:.s  secured  in  a  bag  with 
his  bauds  tied  behind  him  and  kicked  iu  a 
cage  with  heavy  iron  bars  nud  iu  a  f<  w  min¬ 
utes  he  appeared  outside  of  tlie  cage  which 
was  still  locked,  aud  he  still  iu  the  ba_’. 
The  electric  box  trick  consisted  in  the  ex¬ 
hibition  of  a  li-avy  iron-bound  wooden  box, 
which  whs  tit  inly  locked  and  tied  with  rope 
and  canvas,  aud  placed  iu  th>*  tent  which 
was  the  scene  of  Mingus’  transformations, 
lie  hiiu-elf  entered  and  after  the  space  of 
om  minute  and  some  seconds  the  box  was 
exposed  to  view  with  the  magician  held 
prisoner  iu  the  box  which  remained  tied 
aud  locked.  In  the  bird  cage  trick,  a  brass 
cage  was  hung  up,  then  three  birds  taken 
out.  placed  iu  a  piper  bag.  aud  by  menus  of 
a  pistol  the  bag  was  shot  into  pieces  but  the 
birds  appeared  back  in  the  cage,  a  distance 
of  four  feet,  unharmed,  Miugus  borrowed 
three  rings,  and  placed  the  same  iu  a  pistol 
and  shot  them  across  the  stnge  where  they 
entered  into  a  pie  which  was  cut  open  and 
about  a  dozen  birds  ib-w  out  of  it  with  rings 
ti.-d  to  three  of  the  birds'  wings  with  rib¬ 
bon.  Iu  the  fish  trick  Miugus  secured  a 
trout  fly  to  a  fish  liue  with  pule  swung  it 
through  the  air,  hooked  a  goldfish,  removed 
from  the  hook,  placed  it  iu  the  water  nud 
it  began  to  swim. 

Those  mentioned  are  the  only  ones  of 
their  kiud  ever  performed  before,  aud  man¬ 
ifested  marked  coolness  nnd  skill  on  the 
part  of  the  performer.  This  was  Miugus' 
first  appearance  before  the  public  and  it  was 
success.  The  hail  was  partly  tilled  aud 
nearly  every  body  went  away  pleased.
